under an order of the board of supervieors of said oounty, 
the west half of the northwest quarter of section number 
thirty, in township eighty-two north, range twenty-one, 
west of the fifth principal meridan, the same containing 
seventy-nine and one-half acres lying and being in the 
county of Story aforesaid, was otrered and Bold to Joseph 
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Perry, the highest and best bidder, therefor; said sale and 
the proceedings preliminary thereto having been conducted 
in entire accordance with the statute in force at the time 
of said sale providing for the disposal of school lands un­
der control of the board of supervisors of the scvera.l 
counties of the State; and, 

WHERBAS, Said lands came into possession of the 
State by reason of the foreclosure of a mortgage on said 
lands, given to secure a loan made from the school fund 
by James D. Eads, Superintendent of Public Instruction;
